Rubber Envelope Wa* Torn to Shred* 


and Airship Fell Several Hundred 


Yards. 


Lelchelngen. R henish Prussia. July 
14.—The dirigible balloon 
Erbaloeh. 
recently refitted for passenger service, 
w as destroyed In m idair through the 
explosion of a benzine tank. 
H er Inventor, Captain Oscar Erbs- 
loch, and his crew of four meu were 
killed. 
T he 
bodies of the aviators were 
frightfully mangled 
by 
the 
fall to 
earth. 
T he gondola was torn to bits 
and the m otor buried itself beneath 
the surface of th e ground. 
The victims w ere men well known 
to all G erm ans interested iD aerial 
feats. 
Erbaloeh 
gained an 
interna­ 
tional 
reputation 
when, in 19n7. he 
won the international cup in the dis­ 
tance race for balloons from St. Louis, 
landing at Asbury Park, N. J. 
The five men killed were: 
Oscar Erbsloeh, inventor and bal­ 
loonist. 
* 
H err Toelle, a m anufacturer of Bar­ 
men 
H err Kranz. an engineer. 
H err Hoenpe, an engineer. 
H err Spioke. th e motorman 
T he Erbaloeh was constructed last 
y ear aud has had a dubious career. 
T he first time Is descended it crash 
ed into a clump of trees and its occu­ 
pants narrowly eacaped Injury. 
T here were w itnesses of the acci­ 
dent 
According to these, the start 
was well made. 
The Erbsloeh rose 
gracefully, pushing its way through 
the fog to a height estim ated at sev­ 
eral hundred yards 
At this altitude 
a series of evolutions was begun 
To 
the onlookers th e airship appeared to 
obey her helm perfectly. 
Suddenly th ere was a loud report, 
and at the m oment the fore part of the 
vessel crum pled up and the gondola 
was twisted about until It appeared ss 
though standing on one end. As the 
gas escaped from the forward rom 
partm eot the prow swayed downward. 
For a flash the airship fluttered like a 
wounded bird and then fell swiftly to 
earth 
Captain Erbsloeh and his compan 
Ions were 
killed the second 
they 
struck the ground. 
T heir heads were 
battered in and every limb was broken. 
T he bodies of the victims w ere re 
moved to a morgue. That of Erbsloeh 
would not have been recognized had 
it been found alone. 
One of th e engi­ 
neers was pierced through the breast 
by a piece of the wreckage. The eyes 
of the other engineer were gouged 
out. The bands of all five were tightly 
clutched, as though they bad held des 
perately to the car as it shot dow n­ 
ward. 
Their shoes were torn from 
their feet. 
A group of peasants who left their 
work In the fields and rushed to the 
scene as the ('rippled balloon struck 
the earth say that they detected a 
sigh from one of the men, but no other 
sign of life, 
An exam ination of 
the 
w reckage 
showed 
that 
the benzine tank had 
burst, tearing to shreds the rubber en­ 
velope directly above It. The destruc­ 
tion of this envelope caused the bow 
to collapse 
The stern com partm ent 
was still Ailed with gas when it struck 
the ground. 
T h e Erbsloeh dirigible was of the 
non rigid type, 176 feet in length and 
33 feet In diameter. 
The motors were 
of 125 horsepower and drove the air­ 
ship at a speed of 28*4 miles an bour. 
The war departm ent recently purcbas- 
ed one of the balloooa.
